tions of the Catholic Press Associa- 
tion and the American Federation or 
Catholic Societies, which convene in 
this city on August 16 and continue 
thfoagh the craater part of the fol- 
towlag week. The Oathollo Woman's 
Club waa thronged with repreaenta- 
tlvea from parishes and societies at 
the last general meeting, when the 
attiliatlon ot more parishes and 
several additional floats for the par- 
ade were announced. 

Dr. Peter 6. Oanz presided and 
called upon the Rev. Father Cletus 
Brady, who opened the meeting with 
prayer. A number of parishes and 
societies reported their programmes, 
with assurance that they were mak- 
ing satisfactory progress In prepara- 
tion for the great parade, which will 
be at least six miles lonp. In addi- 
tion to those already anaounced 
representattvps were present to say 
that St. Agnes parish, St. Francis 
Social Club, St. Peter Claver So- 
ciety No. 1 and the Catholic Knlghta 
and tiadiea of Holy Trinity pariah at 
St. Matthewa would participate in 
the parade. When reports were 
(•ailed for Rev. Father Bohlsen said 
St. Martin's, would do all In Its 
power to Insure the success of the 
parade and convention.

The Cathedral of St. Stephen at 
Vienna. FPlocted to hold the vnBt 
ronronrse of people who will gather 
for the twenty-third International 
Eucharlstic Congresa in September 
next, when Its erection waa begun 
stood ontslde tbe city walls, oa tbe 
marglB of tbe forest, bnt it Is now 
directly In tbe center of the Innere 
Rtadt or inner city. Many Americana 
will attend the Buebaristlo Congress 
and will view this elegant structure 
built in the Gothic style, between the 
years ISno and l.lin. It Is in the 
shape of a 7..atln cross, measuring 
360x220 feet and bas a wonderful 
spire nearly 500 feet in height. The 
graceful, solemn and harmonlons 
sffeet of tbe struetnre as a whole 
givss It a high rank among, tbe 
chnrchea of the world, and In size 
and richness of architecture if is the 
equal of the Cathedrals of Strasburg 
and Antwerp. Like many other cele- 
brated churches, it was originally In- 
tended to liave two spires, but al- 
though ,500 yeara have gone by it 
still baa bnt one. "And that one!" 
fries Frances TroUooe. "I hardly 
know whether it would be more Juat 
to say that Its exquisite beauty la 
sufficient to atone for every imag- 
inable deficiency in every other part 
of the edifice, or that its light and 
elegant forni li ad.s one lo regret the 
bliterly that the (jriglnal struc- 
ture Is not rendered perfect by hav- 
ing another and a aimllar heaven- 
piercing tower on the other side of 
it. There is one peculiarity tn this 
lovely spire that, as far as I know, 
renders It unique. 'Instead of being 
placed as at Antwerp, Strasburg. 
^illshurv, etc., on a tower, it r'ses, 
fine bv degrees and beautifully less, 
from the ground. This chiinb is so 
very beautiful, with its dark metal 
iiiiie of <nloriiig. Its rich carvings, 
liM (rraceful proportions, and the in- 
.li'scribable air of dim religious 
sanctity which seems to envelop 
every part of It. that I suspset it is 
not easy to form a fair unprejudiced 
opinion on tbe merits of its deviation 
from common usage. I can scarcely 
Imagine it possible that anyone could 
I"' found who. while standing in the 
Siephenaiis-lMatz and looking at this 
ill iicately wrought pyraini<l. could be 
lapablc of saying: 'That spire would 
be better were it other than It is.' '
